1  hod  just  finislied  my 
Academy  of  Muaia,  and  on  my  way  h< 
resolved  to  run  into  tha  cathedral  sad  ace 
my  old,  landlord  and  music  mailer,  Herr 
Zadaka,  so  that  if  the  service  were  over  I 
might  walk  homo  with  him.  I  had  barn 
now  ten  month#  ia  RaUshon,  ud  in  that 
time  had  contrived  to  learn  a  little  couuicr 
point,  a  good  deal  of  thorough  barn,  and 
a  great  deal  more  than  either  of  love. 
Perhaps  my  progress  in  tho  latter  paaaion 
was  aided  by  the  fact  that  I  preferred  see¬ 
ing  my  own  likeness  photographed  (mail 
in  the  blue  rye*  of  Frfcutein  Zadaka  to  the 
conning  over  tha  mimes  of  Palestrina  and 
the  elaborate  composition*  of  tha  aider 
master*.  It  i*  also  possible  that  t hi*  sud¬ 
den  desire  of  mine  for  a  walk  with  the 
old  chapel-master  might  have  been  In¬ 
creased  by  tha  probability  of  Lias  being  up 
In  the  organ-loft  with  him. 

The  congregation  already  dispersed,  and 
a*  I  met  them  streaming  across  the  great 
•quire,  I  felt  sure  that  Zadeka  would  be 
putting  by  hi*  music  and  starting  home¬ 
ward  by  tha  Lima  I  reached  the  cathedral 
It  wa*  sun  set,  and  a  great  flood  of  light 
was  streaming  in  through  the  western  door 
and  windows  as  I  entered,  irradiating 
tomb  and  pillsr,  and  spreading  across  the 
door  of  tbs  nave  a  broad  band  of  glorious 
radiance,  like  a  sloth  of  gold  laid  down 
for  some  Emperor's  coronation.  There  was 
no  one  In  the  church  except  one  acolyte  in 
a  white  surplice  who  was  removing'  some 
tali  silver  candlestick*  from  a  aid*  altar. 
Ail  at  one*  tha  organ  broke  out  witk  6 
great  volume  of  rejoicing  sound,  and  a  por 
non  of  Palestrina’s  fine  mam,  "8teU*  quatn 
vidersnt  Magi,”  was  poured  forth  with 
splendid  power,  and  a  spirit  of  dervotioa 
worthy  or  the  composer  himself.  I  was.so 
delighted  that  I  ran  under  tbo  organ  loft 
and  clapped  my  hands,  just  as  the  great 
deluge  of  niti tic  had  subsided  to  m  mere 
calm  ripple  of  harmony,  pure  and  sweet  as 
a  maiden’s  hymn. 

An  aid  gray  head  crowned  by  a  black 
velvet  cap,  a  head  worthy  of  Titan's  paint 
ifig,  looked  out  between  the  crimson  cur 
tains  of  tbe  organ-loft,  and  s  voice  cried. 

“Hal  tny  licber  Karl,  it  is  you.  then, 
who  applaud  lbs  old  chapel -master. 
Come  up  here  and  I  will  play  you  a  finer 
bit  than  that  trout  the  ‘'Sicut  oervua  desi- 
derst,"  (sa  the  hart  pants  for  the  water 
spring*.)  Com*  up,  my  dear  son.  I  want 
you  to  hear  this  hautboy  stop." 

I  sprang  up  the  old  stairs  with  tha  agili¬ 
ty  of  three  and  twenty,  *nd  was  in  •  mo 
inent  by  Zadeka’s  side,  rtodying  tbe  pas¬ 
sage  in  th*  old  music- book,  with  which  ha 
was  so  enraptured 

Again  he  played  a  glorious  passage  from 
the  mass  he  had  mentioned,  tilt  a  stray 
gleam  of  sunset  fall  on  bia  forehead,  and 
transforms!  him  into  a  saint  wnging  in 
paradise  to  tha  glory  of  God.  Hia  ayes 
glowed  with  renewed  yotub  as  he  pressed 
the  deep  yellow  keys,  tlH  the  mane  pealed 
around  him,  and  made  Ihe  very  planks 
under  our  feet  sag  tbe  carved  cherubim 
above  os  vibrate  again.  .Long  processional 
passages,  like  the  tnunp  of  armies  ;  bright 
carolings,  as  of  welcoming  angels;  storm v 
fuegues  full  of  rude  thunder  and  the  con 
diet  of  warring  hosts,  groans  of  sorrow  os 
from  expiring  saints ;  then  a  radiant  peace 
ful  ending,  like  the  subsiding  of  s  tempest 
with  finally  an  outbarstof  delight,  as  from 
the  golden  doors  of  heaven  thrown  open 
to  greet  the  great  army  of  earth's  martyrs. 
As  the  last  note  finished  and  the  organ 
•lowly  subsided  into  rest,  the  old 
worn  cut  by  the  vehemence  of  his  own 
passion,  closed  the  book,  rested  hi*  head 
on  hia  hand,  and  covered  hi*  eyas  from  the 
rich  light  that  now  fell  upon  them.  He 
was  silent  for  a  moment  or  two,  aa  I  chat 
ted  about  the  doings  of  the  morning— the 
pedantry  of  one  master  and  th*  cleverness 
of  anotbsr. 

“  And  that  Steiger,  does  he  ever  talk  of 
me  to  yon  P  said  Zadeka  abruptly,  watch 
ing  me  as  I  replied: 

“Steiger!’’ 

"Yea,  Steiger.  I  sea  ha  hoe — you  color

Mors  than  a  year  had  passed  since  that 
evening  in  the  organ  loft,  and  I  hod  grown 
into  a  musician  of  some  skill,  and,  what  is 
more,  I  had  developed  what  my  enthusias¬ 
tic  fellow-atudenta  were  kitfiTVi  term,  “  a 
genius  for  composition."  My  ideas  were 
erode,  do  doubt,  and  imitative,  but  they 
came  fast,  and  I  found  in  myself  an  ubility 
toscLctand  marshnll  them.  They  accrued 
to  take  shape  ;  and  while  men  more  clever 
than  myselt  certainly  more  scientific,  were 
wasting  their  time  ou  drawing-room  mu 
dc,  I  alwava  kept  in  view  tbe  one  settled

'^pera-wrftinjj  as  admitting  of  great  play 
of  Imagination,  and  embracing  almost 
every  sty  la  of  composition,  wm  the  path  I 
had  selected  to  fame  ;  and  th*  crown  Bee¬ 
thoven  and  Mycart  had  striven  for  no  one 
but  pendants  and  cstaecrous  fools  like 
8laigcr  could  daiw  to  despise.  I  bad  be¬ 
gun  on  opera  on  tiie  subject  of  “  Romeo 
and  Juliet,’’  with  a  fairy  story  interwoven; 
my  love  for  Lata  had  inspired  me  for  the 
work.  I  poured  into  it  all  my  love  for 
her.  That  first  passion,  that  neve%  again 
hunts  10  purely  and  so  brightly,  gave,  I 
thought,  a  tenderness  and  truth  to  the 
love  passages  that  I  might  never  be  able 
again  to  represent  with  such  Italian  pss 
•ion  and  sustained  vigor.  For  my  next 
opera  I  might  take  the  Cenci  or  Manfred, 
or  some  deeper  or  darker  subject,  and  throw 
into  that  the  ambition  of  riper  years:  but 
love,  love  I  had  decided  should  be  tbr 
master  spring  of  this  my  first  work,  i 
toiled  on,  selecting  and  rejecting,  throw¬ 
ing  awsy  much,  but  only  to  dig  still  deep 
er  for  tbe  gold.  I  wrote  first  a  general 
sketch,  taking  special  pains  to  blend  har¬ 
moniously  together  the  melodies  with 
which  I  interspersed  it.  With  fatherly 
care,  my  old  master,  Zadeka,  guided  ray 
efforts  sod  directed  my  callow  judgment. 
Some  of  my  finest  things  be  thought  too 
fine,  and  almost  with  tears  in  my  1  yes  cut 
them  ruthlessly  out  with  that  too  ready 
pen  of  his,  and  with  sweeping  red  lines 
that  pained  me  almost  like  gashes  across 
■y  wsb.  Hero  some  phrase  that  1  bad 
carelessly  struck  off  grew,  under  his  car*, 
into  a  duet  whoa*  charm*  ha  insisted  00. 
Many  midnight  hours  we  heard  together 
the  great  cathedral  clock  hammer  its 
nail*  into  Time’s  coffin ;  many  happy 
mornings  we  triad  oversoDgs  till  tkUr  last 
finish  coaid  be  obtained,  and  they  flowed 
on  ray  violin  like  silk  from  a  polished  reel 
With  all  the  fire  ot  youth  about  m«,  per- 
aerverance  enough  to  haw  down  mountains 
yet  patience  scarcely  enough  to  level  0 
molehill,  I  shoul  j  have  suaic  under  the  ap 
parcotly  hopeless  task,  had  not  the  good 
old  Mentor  aided  my  faltering  steps  and 
cheered  me  with  kindly  draughts  of  fist 
tery  sad  hope.  Here  I  was  too  rococo  ; 
there  too  modern  ;  this  quartet  was  flimsy: 
that  chorus  a  mere  shout,  such  os  you  bear 
in  Tyrolese  taverns  among  tbe  woodmen  ; 
this  part  was  too  noisy  ,  that  too  slight. 
O  Romeo  and  Joliet,  thy  sufferings — were 
os  nothing  to  mine.  That  boozing  passage 
of  the  violins  to  express  (be  flies  si  the 
warr.i  -dg*  of  a  Sommer  wood,  that  trill 
of  nightingales  in  the  balcony  scenes  cost 
me  more  torture  before  it  got  right  than 
ever  the  Egyptians  suffered,  or  than  Philo 
mel  herself  ever  endured.  Cellini  hiauelf 
never  took  more  perns  to  weld  and  fuse 
and  rivet  together  the  junctions  of  the 
Dukffif  Ferrara’s  engraved  armor  than  I 
did  to  blend  the  love  of  the  moonlight 
(nearly  half  hautboy*,)  and  the  terror  of 
tbe  charnei-hous*  scene,  where  the  double 
hisses  groaned  and  mnrmarad.  How  Zada¬ 
ka  glowed  with  triumph,  when  I  finished 
the  scene  In  the  balcony  with  passages  of 
■ereuiMde  mosic  dying  off  in  The  distance, 
gurgling  nightingale  trills,  and  then  s  for 
off  shout  of  revelers  I  How  Lisa  bent 
"_|j»Ver  till  I  coaid  feel  th*  soft  warmth  of 
her  cheek  to  sing  a*  the  notea  for  the  dance! 
»nd  hew  ZadaVa’s  old  friend,  tbs  cur6, 
■truck  in  with  tb*  has*  of  the  quarrelling 
scene  that  opens  the  opera !  I  made  love 
to  Lisa  In  Romeo’s  song,  and  it  was  tbe 
evustlng  after  practicing  a  duet  of  th*  two 
lovers  that  I  Ant  clasped  her  to  my  heart 
and  heard  her  ooblika  murmurs,  which 
meant  she  loved  me  once  and  forever.  If 
Zadaka  had  ever  been  ambitious  and  en 
vtous,  to  h*  used  to  any  he  hod  been  in  old 
days  at  Vienna,  when  he  was  tbe  bosom 
friend  of  Motor. ,  he  bad  certainly  grown 
a  different  man  now.  He  never  was  tired 
of  practicing  and  bearing  my  opera.  When 
I  tot  down  and  played  my  pat  bits,  h* 
stood  with  his  groat  chin*  pi  pal  tike  Ihe 
very  god  of  mosic  and  Rhsaomsothus  rol 
led  Into  one;  sad  when  Lisa  sang  Juliet’s
